Chafe to the grand jury at Baltimore, 
(which we have copied into the Cou¬ 
rier of this day) deferve notice, not on 
account of their' value or ingenuity, 
but becaufe the inconftderate and un¬ 
informed areas liable (often more fo) 
to be beguiled into error by the im¬ 
becility and ignorance of bad counsel¬ 
lors, as by the fubtleft fophifms of 
the mod ingenious logicians. 

No difpaflionate perfon will aecufe 
us of want of candor though we fay 
that the extraft from judge Chafe’s 
fpeech, given in the paper alluded to, 
ought to be taken with caution, as. 
wanting any authority but that of its 
avowed enemy. And although we 
conceive it to be# even as it is there 
reprefented, to its full real meaning 
justifiable, yet fince it involves an ab- 
ftradt queftion, founded upon words 
of a very ambiguous import, without 
any limitation-afligned to them, or any 
light thrown upon them by context or 
explanation, wepoftponea particular 
confideration of it till a more full report 
of the charge, from a lefs fufpiclous 
quarter, (hall enable us toconfider the 
judge’s opinion in all its parts and with 
all its relations at once;jnd to-fay it in 
its proper date befqre ounfeadirs. .

ry. It Is fotne what remarkWle.^hat - 
the advocates of pure democracy are 
continually endeavoring to. iOnfound 
afce minds of thfriwoplla otvthfr fubjeft, 
and to impreft upon them the notion 


that focial liberty is a thing wholly 
independent of laws and coercion, and 
not only capable of exigence without 
them, but in fomefort contra-diftin- 
guifhed from them. If thofe gentle¬ 
men will ftoop to any authority, they, 
will be correftcd'when they hear that 
Mr. Locke lays it down, that ** where 
there is no law, there can be no liberty.” 
But the fagacibus writer of the article 
alluded to, infills in the teeth of Mr, 
Locke, that good laws flow from liber¬ 
ty, and of courfe, that liberty having 
pre-exiftence, may be without laws. 

From a notion fo ridiculous, & a term 
fo vague, as " the right of felf govern¬ 
ment,” flows as a corollary, that inge¬ 
nious gentleman’s conclufion,„ that 
** the beft Jaws will foon 'become the 
inftruments of oppreflion, unlefs the 
nation poffefies the right of amending 
or annulling them.” According to 
thefe maxims, it would frem as if go¬ 
vernments and conftitutions were 
things which being fubjett to be alter¬ 
ed every day to Cult the purpofes of' 
thrs or that man, or fet of men, may 
be ftitrhed up in a loofe mannet to fave 
time and trouble, and the loofer the 
better* confidering that tfiey are to be 
taken to pieces and let out or drawn 
in juft as occafion may require—fome- 
thing like playhoufe clothes bafted up 
(to borrow a taylor’s technical) fo‘r the 
Horfpur of this evening's perform¬ 
ance, ready to be let out for the Fal- 
ftaffof to-mofrow. Communities are 
treated by this fort o> phikftophic po. 
litician, worfe than they imagine.—-— 
They give them conftitutions as nurfes 
give packs of old call cards to chil¬ 
dren, and teash them to amufe them- 
felves by building up houfes and blow¬ 
ing them down again with the breath, 
till the baby is - tired of the fport, when 
they put the pack in their pockets to 
play with them tbemfelves ; and if 
poflible, cheat and rob their compani¬ 
ons. 

The writer of the curious article# 
then feledls the following fentence 
from judge Chafe’s charge, ” Liberty 
does not coiriift in the form of govern¬ 
ment in any country. A mornachy 
may be free, and a republic in flavtry” 
—And he breaks out into this novel 
and elegant expreflion, “ Here we be¬ 
hold the cloven foot.” “ By fuch 
performances as this the public mind 
is to be prepared for monarchy.” 

Encountering the advocates of de¬ 
mocracy our chief difficulty arifes, not 
from their ftrength# but their weak- 
nefs, not from what they write, but 
from what they have not read ; in 
(hort, before they can be combated 
they require to be inftrutted. Know¬ 
ing little and writing much, they 
write from the crude indigeftion of 
their own minds, and of courfe pro¬ 
duce matter which cannot be fubjr&ed 
to any teft, becaufe neither founded in 
any generally received principle, de¬ 
rived from any acknowledged authori¬ 
ty, fupported by any precedent, nor 

S iized by any of thofe fup.erior 
lages, whofe wifdom and virtue 
conferred the dignity and the 
of law upon their opinions, and 
ted for them the general concur¬ 
rence of mankind. Jn their minds 
th* hiftories of Hqrodotus, Thucydides 
dfr£i*y, of Hume, Robertfon, Fergu> 
. lab; or Gillies ire 'of equal authority 
•'mRh thofe renowned ones of Giles 
Gingerbread, Jack Hickathrift or Toni 
Thumb, and • the cunning tricks of 
Raynard the. fox full ip inftruftiye as 
tfie. wife and fubtle difquifitions of 
Lbeke and Montefqureu. ; If the wri¬ 
ter. of i he.attinle ajlwded. fov had laid 
in even a Bender fubftrstum of hifto- 


ncal knowledge before he hazarded 
political difeuflion. he would have 
found that judge Chafe was right in 
laying that liberty did not confift 
m the form of government of any 
cOanxry,” 4 c. &c. Liberty has been 
found to flourilh under different forms 
of governments j it has been alfo 
found to wither in one country beneath 
the very fame form of government 
under which it has thrived in another. 
Of this abundant inftances may be gi¬ 
ven f.om hiftory. But it may be ta¬ 
ken as a general rule# which# contra- 
ry to all other general rules# will admit 
of no exception# that the conftitutiou 
of the government of any country in 
order to be good muft be adapted to the 
temper, opinions, habits, manners and 
difpolitionsof the pe'ople of that coun¬ 
try ; fince fome countries are as unfit 
far a republic, as emancipated negroes 
for the functions of civil lift, or favages 
for the obedience ncceflary to the fub- 
ft(fence offociety. It muft not only 
be adapted in theory to the long re¬ 
ceived principles of the people—thofe 
principles which, (to ufe the words of 
a too neglefted book) grew with their 
growth, and ftrengtbened with their 
frengib-c-b\it in point of practice alfo 
to tnfcir habits, cuftbms, manners and 
feelings—and.here it is where the im- 
mcaf»fr,ble gulph lies between the 
fou'nJ politician and the empirical pre¬ 
tender—between the man of genius# 
wifdom and learning, trained to the 
fcience of the human heart, and the 
adaptation of laws to its purpofes# and 
the poor, (habby, upftarc prattler on 
the common place of porter houfe po¬ 
litics. 

** To the immeafurahle and unfptakable 
power of the Deity, as the being of infi¬ 
nite perfection, alone belongs the emnif- 
clence which fees all things in their firjl 
cauje. While to us poor, weak, incapa¬ 
ble mortals there it no rule of conduit fe 
J'afe at cxperierice.” 

Mr. Charles Fox# whofe opinions 
when they were againft the French 
revolutionary eonftitution, may furely 
be admitted# has himfelf given evi¬ 
dence againft the prefumption of con- 
ftitution mongers. In the violent de¬ 
bate in the houfe of commons of Eng¬ 
land, on the 6th of May 1791, he 
Lid that he fufpe£ted that the French 
eonftitution was none of the beft# 
“ becaufe (fait) he) if all the wifclt 
men of all ages could be collected to¬ 
gether for the purpofe# they would 
not# I am convinced, be able to make 
a new eonftitution of original excel¬ 
lence.” 

But what the bold# afpiring and un¬ 
rivalled genius of Charles Fox defpair- 
ed of# and what all the wife men of all 
countries and alt ages united could not 
do, there is not a democratic whiftper- 
quack in politics but would undertake 
to difpatch on k a (beet of letter paper. 
Like Horace’s bad poet, Stans ptdeite 
uno. 

For our part we are as firmly con¬ 
vinced as we.are of any of the com¬ 
mon operations of nature, that it 
would at rht9 moment be as impoflible 
to make France free as to enflave Eng¬ 
land or America. ' And that it would 
he as great madnefs and wickednefs, 
and as ruinous to both , and we believe 
as impoflible alfo# to make England 
an unmixed'republic, as'to make A- 
merica a mixed monarchy. England 
Has the government beft luited to her. 
She can be fafely nothing but a mixed 
monarchy—(America nothing but a re¬ 
public—France nothing bpt a defpo- 
tifm. Long time offty introducing 
gradual, imperceptible change can e* 
rcr give freedom fo the Aires who 


have for a long time been chained to 
the oar of defpotim. . 

It is becaufe the fedeaal conftituti* 
on did not aflame to ftrain away, or 
guide, or drive, but contented itfelf to 
follow the accuftomed opinions, tha 
habits# and difpofitions of the people* 
that it has been pronounced by all the 
wife men of Europe# & found at homo 
by experience to be good. None* in¬ 
congruous principles at varience with 
the received notions and cuftoms of 
the country were introduced into it.—* 
The tinkers of the, 7 ?/^// of Man, who 
have for tz years paft, gone about: 
making ten holes for one they havo 
ftopt, had not then crawled forth in 
fwarms over the earth, crying »« govern¬ 
ments to mend ” The venders of poli¬ 
tical waies had not gone about with 
their pedlar’s packs of conftitutions on, 
their backs, rapping at every doer to 
foliclt cuftomers. Abbe Seiyes had noc 1 
then opened his full afl’orted pigeon 
holes—and all wont well. What may 
happen hereafter it may# perhaps, ba 
• difficult to conje&ure—but furely it 
may be allowable to aflert, that if tha' 
party entrufted with the care of our 
eonftitution continue to caroufe. ar.dt 
drink deep, and to mske the people 
pledge them in repeated toads ofthrea 
t imes three, in the raw fpirits of liber¬ 
ty, unqualifisd and unbrought down* 
the country will foon exhibit one dis¬ 
graceful feene of intoxication, mad- 
nefs# and mifery# 

What a dilemma, then, would tha 
world be reduced to, if the objection al¬ 
luded to were well founded. Firft, if 
it were fo, there could be but ona 
good kind of government upon earth# 
and all thofe to whom that kind 
would not be adaptable, muft be fat n 
to be in a (late of bad government# foe 
centuries. 

But let us tefort to falls, apd Tup- 
ply our antagonifts with fqmethlng 
more than they fupply their readers t 
Unfounded ipfe dixits. " A monarchy- 
may be free and a republic in (Jjvery’* 
-»-fofays judge Chafe—and, nuugra 
the opinion of the great politicfatt 
from whom we differ, fo fay we ilfo#' 
And we will prove it. 

Had the writer of that artidfl 
etren a fchool-b.oy’j grounding in hi- 
ftory, he could not have overlooked 
the various affiifting inftances prefent* 
ed to view by hiftory of the tyranni¬ 
cal power exerted in republican go. 
vernments. Referring, to modern 
rimes, in the republic ol Venice# which 
once had its tribunes, its confuL, un¬ 
der the name of mafter of the horfe# 
and its democratic prefidents under 
the title of doge, there exifted a poli¬ 
tical inquifition, which ftruck terror in¬ 
to every heart, and at laft reduced 
her once gallant and energetic citizen* 
to the moft abjeft degradation. Tho 
fame too may oe faid of Gdnoa. 

In ancient hiftory, looking to A- 
thens, it will be found thajt the mod: 
abominable aftsof defpotifm were con¬ 
tinually exercifed, by majorities of the 
people againft their fellow, citizens ? 
and there is this remarkable turpitude 
in all ads of popular defpotifm, that 
they involve in them the moft’atroci¬ 
ous vices which debafe humanity, and 
make the hearts of all good n)en re¬ 
coil with horror from their own fpeclet# 
In gratitude, far prominent St diftin- 
guifhed from the reft., And looking 
at Rome, it will be Teen that tha 
whole hiftory of. tl)at republic was ona 
continued tiflue of alternate mutual 
defpotifm and tyrannical cruelty of 
party oyer party.

C aptain Frederick King, who arriv- 
cd here yellerday in a re narkable tltort 
paffjge of eight days from Cape Fian- 
cois, informs the editors of this Gazelle 
that juft before he Li led letters weie 
received at that place from Cape Ni- 
chola-Mole llating that a French fri¬ 
gate of 44 twenty four pounders, 
bound from Aux Cayes to Cape Fran¬ 
cois, with a number of refpcdlablc per¬ 
sons as paffengers, tell in with an En- 
giilh 74 gun ?hip, off the Mole, and 
poured two broad Tides into her before 
the Englilh had time to open their 
ports—after which, the 74 having 
prepared for adtion returned a broad 
fide, which killed feventeen men nnd 
wounded twenty-two. The French 
frigate then bore away, and failing ta¬ 
ller than the 74, got fafe into Cape- 
-,Nichola Mole, from which .place thii 
. account was received. 

We ’are further informed by captain 
King, that there had been a general 
embargo at the Cape, which however 
had been taken off American veffds { 
and it was hourly expetted that the 
Britilh would blockade that port.
